SEVENTH RED CROSS ROLL CALL 
WHAT IS THE AMERICAN RED CROSS? 


Three and one-half millions of Americans, 


members of iocal Chapters and Branches, band- 
ed together in a national organization which re- 
ceived from Congress a Charter empowering it 


"To furnish volunteer aid to the sick and 


wounded of armies in time of war; 


» 


"To act in matters of voluntary relief and in 


accord with military and naval authorities as a 
medium of communication between the people of 
the United States and their Army and Navy; 


"To carry on. a system of national and inter- 


national relief in times of peace and to apply the 
.same in mitigating the sufferings caused by pes- 
tilence, famine, fire, floods and other great nat- 
ional calamities and to devi.se and carry on 
measures for preventing the same." 


The war work of the American Red Cross is 


known to every American. When the Armistice 
was signed. Chapters anff Branches requested a 
peace-time program which should use the war 
experience and the war fervor to strengthen 
community life. 
In many places this was only a 


continuation of services carried on during the 
war: in others, it was planned to meet a need 
made apparent by the war. 


The underlying principles of the peace-time 


war work are these: 


1. The primary obligation <>i the American 


Red Cross is to disabled ex-service men. No 
peace-time work may be undertaken by a Chap- 
ter or Branch unless the work for disabled sold- 
iers and sailors is being carried on satisfactorily. 


2. 
The service rr.u.-t be selected by the 


Chapter or Branch according to the needs of the 
local community, after a study of local conditions. 


3. Red Cross service must r.ot duplicate the 


work of existing agencies. 


-1. It must be carried on irs accordance with 


Red Cross standards. 
It is for this reason that 


certain limitations have been made in the kind 
of service which Chapters and Branches can 
carry on. 


5. The Chapter work* mas: be directed by a 


strong Executive Committee winch takes respon- 
sibility for the development of the service in 
consultation with National Headquarters. 


G. -It cannot be made too clear that Red 


Cross peace-time service is community service, 
chosen, supported and directed locally. The Nat- 
ional organization, through its knowledge of the 
entire country, makes possible an exchange of. ex- 
perience and the formulation of high standards.

This condition affords 


the opportunity for new demands on the Treasury on the 
plea that they' will not increase taxe.*. But the fact that 
the people have stood exorbitant Federal taxation since 
the war is no guarantee that they will continue to pay 
without protest.
